HERE is no doubt that whatever in- 
dustrial development has taken 
place in the Irish Free State during the 
ast two or three years the motor car 
uilding industry takes first place. Its 
origin, of course, dates back to the days 
when Mr. Henry Ford first decided to 
establish a factory in Cork, bat almost 
within the space of twelve months the 
automobife industry in the Free State has 
become an asset of first-class importance 
to the country. ~ : : | 
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there is little doubt that a victory by an 
Irish car in these races will give a big 
fillip to the industry. 

Not on races alone, however, does the 
motoring public decide its choice of a car. 
The driver considers the advice of his 
motoring friends and the performance of 
a car during test runs. In addition, one 
has to consider the various factors, such 
as safety, comfort, general appearance ard 
ease of control, before deciding on a 
purchase. 


WIDE RANGE OF MODELS 


Motor car factories in the Free State 
“now. turn out as wide a range of auto- 
mobiles as any prospective purchaser could 
desire—from a little “ baby” up to a 
high-powered, expensive, luxury car.. On 
this page we give a brief review of the 
Irish-built cars, and in doing so it is 
necessary to express appreciation of the 
work I observed during my tours of the 
factories where these-cars are assembled, 
and also to the salesmen with whom | 
came in contact. They were fully informed 
about the capabilities of the cars they had 
to sell, but did not use the “shock ” 
tactics which one is inclined to associate 
with motor car salesmen. They knew they 
werd selling something good, and some- 
thing that could virtually speak for 
itself. For this reason, perhaps, their 
‘« sales talk ” was not of the parrot. variety, 
but reasoned argument which one could 
listen to and learn from. 

Another word about the factories. 
Ford’s have the oldest-established premises 
down in Cork, but by sid-establiahod I do 


| not mean o]d-fashioned. They are modern 


in every way, and within the past few 
months have considerably increased em- 
ployment, and employment of the best type 
—that of skilled men. In Cork Mr. Hen- 
nessey is assembling Studebakers, a fine 
example of the modern high-powered car. 
These are the only two factories in the 
South, the others are in Dublin. It is 
natural for car assembly shops to be 
situated in cities equipped with docks; 
for the parts have to be imported as 
cheaply as possible in order to make the 
cost of production in this country reason- 
ably low. One difficulty which has been 
met with in Dublin, however, is the lack 
of commodious premises. 


BIGGER PREMISES 


Motor-car building needs plenty of floor 
space on which to assemble the parts, and 


some companies have yet to find the build- 
ing they really need, while others have 
already been forced to seek bigger 
premises MeOairn’s Motors, Lid.. as- 
sembly plant is situated on the East. Wall, 
and production of the Vauxhall cars and 
Bedford trucks will be re-started there. 
within-a week or two. I think this will 
be the biggest of Dublin factories, at least 
at the present time. Irish Importers and 
Exporters, Ltd., have a factory nearby, 


where Adler cats aré built, and 
they are considering. an extension.

FORD V-8 


There are plenty of examples of the cars 
built by Messrs. Henry Ford and Son, Ltd., 
at their Cork works on the roads .of Ireland. 
This year’s models are a complete departure 
from the traditional Ford style, and one is 
offered a really good range of cars at a 
low price. First in popularity comes the 
little 8 hip. “Baby.” Jt is a roomy, com- 
fortable four-seater saloon, well finished in- 
side and out. ‘There is a single-entrance 
saloon at £155 and a double-entrance saloon 
at £165, both ex works at Cork. For those 
eople who want something a little bigger 
there is the Ford 10 h.p. car—a smart-looking 
little car, which has the same reliable 
standard as the ather Ford products, 

The moss important car of the year from 
this company is the V8, and a test run in 
this car was a delight. The four passengers— 
as a matter of fact, six people can travel 
in it with comfort—are cradled between the 
wheels. Both front and rear springs have 
been made soft and flexible, and are an 
improved suspension of the transverse 
springs. The V8 engine is mounted eight 
inches forward of the conventional position, 
and this gives a more even distribution of 
the car weight. No-draft ventilation is 
fitted to the V8; and, like all other Fords 
this year, the front. doors open forwards. 
All tha new closed ‘models of Fords have 
a built-in wireless aerial, and radio sets can 
‘be installed ‘neatly “at quite a small cost, 
One of the lest demonstrations of the power 
behind the V8 engine was. given to me on 
a run up Ticknock, County Dublin. There 
is a left-hand hairpin bend about halfway 
up the hill, and the car, travelling in top 
gear, turned this corner with the speed 
dropping to eight miles an hour; without 
changing gear, a touch on the accelerator. 
brought the speed straight up again to 20 
m.p.h. without any of the jerky motion

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excellent braking. In a short journey in the 
ear I found it rather difficult to tell whether 
or not the engine was running, since it was 
so quiet and vibrationless. The self-changing 
gear is fitted on the right hand of the steer- 
ing column, although provision is also made 
for the car to be driven on the ordinary gear 
change system if the purchaser so desires it. 

The brakes are of the Bendix Rotary- 
Equalised type, and gives equal pressure on 
all four brake drums whether you touch the 
pedal lightly or stamp on it. The springs of 
the latest models, built in Dublin, are longer 
and gentler, while the shock absorbers are of 
an improved oil-cushioned type. The appear- 
ance of the car is really pleasant. The lines 
sweep gracefully back from a narrowed 
radiator, with wind-streamed louvres. The 
steel body and roof is strong and safe, and 
there is something of a feeling of security in 
riding in the wide, comfortable seats over 
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a steel floor. The car is, undoubtedly, a good

either Standard or de Luxe types being 
available, The self-changing gear was, of 
course, introduced by the Armstrong- 
Siddeley Company, and this is, naturally, in- 
corporated on the cars built in Ireland.

Although 
the work has to be carried on in a com- 
aratively small space at Pearse street, the 
building of the cars does not suffer, and. the 
prospective purchaser has an opportunity of 
actually seemg the ** stuff ’’ that 1s going into 
his car. There is no doubt that the 
Armstrong-Siddeley cars are a good piece of 
engineering, and are not allowed out on the 
road until they have been thoroughly tried 
out under the supefvision of the men “who 
built them. 

The back axles arrive in Ireland assembled, 
and so does the chassis frame and part of the 
engine, but all receive a further examination 
og Ais they are assembled. The 12 h.p. car, 
as built in Dublin, is roomy and comfortable, 
and the Standard model is selling at £597.

TERRAPLANE 


The Terraplane might be termed the sister- 
ship of the Hudson, and ig also built in 
Dublin by Mr, P, J. Tracy. Here, again, 
vou have the all-steel car.. The Terraplane 
ius all the refinements of the Hudson, and 
an unusual feature is in the clear front com- 
partment—even the handbrake has been put 
out of the way, and extends downward 
within easy reach of the left hand from the 
front cowl. A batch. of these cars were in 
process. of. assembly. on the floor -of» Mr, 
‘Tracy’s. workshop when I visited it, and the 
nature of their construction was impressive. 
This is a well-braced car built to withstand 
shocks /oí the roughest road in the country, 
without transmitting those shocks to the 
passengers seated . inside the comfortable 
saloon. ‘The spare wheel, as in the aludson, 
is totally enclosed in the sweeping lines of 
the back of the car. 

Again one has the same type of pre-selec- 
tor gear change, which necessitates only a 
movement of the finger and no removing of 
the hand from the steering wheel. The 
system. of ventilation in the saloon has been 
carefully ype in. so that on the hottest 
day you can keep perfectly cool without 
heing in a draught. Air-conditioning has 
heen brought to a remarkable. pitch for 
buildings in the United States, and the 
Terraplane is one of the first cars on which 
air-conditioning has been successfully ar- 
ranged for a vehicle. Synchro-speed_trans- 
mission is fitted, and the gears of steel 
alloy have been improved to permit silent 
slow changes. The crankshaft is fitted with 
integrally-forged counterweights, and the 
roller cam tappet design permits longer 
*‘dwell” of ‘the valve, and therefore hetter 
filling of the cylinders with the fuel mixture. 
Super power-dome cylinder heads can 
fitted to the engine for unusually high com- 
pression if so desired. 


THE M.G. 


The neat little M.G. sports cars, which are 
very popular, particularly with young people, 
are also assembled by the Express Auto Co., 
Ltd. These are somewhat. difficult jobs since 
they are smaller than the ordinary private 


is devoted to them as to every other car which 
I saw assembled in Dublin. The two-seater 
M.G. now costs £325, and the four-seater 
version £555, delivery being available from 
stock, 

The chassis is a riveted job, and arrives 
in Dublin in this state. The cylinder head is 
of a new design, in accordance with racing 
practice, and the layout of the engine and the 
car. generally conforms to racing practice, 
although it is a useful auto for general work 
about town or long runs into the country. 

Of course, the M.G. is primarily a sports 
car, and as such she will be competing in 
Trish races this year, and should do sont hine 
towards enhaneing the reputation of its de- 
signers and of Irish-built cars generally. I 
understand that it will appear at Tallacht, 
Limerick, and probably in the Ulster T.T. 
Race later in the year. Transmission is an 
important point in any car, and the M.G. has 
its drive through. a Hardy Spicer propeller 
shaft, with metal universal joints. The ack- 
axle is of straight-forward, . three-quarter 
floating type with spiral bevel final drive and 
four-pin differential. 

The chassis is of special underslung design 
at the rear, and built up with tubular cross-

Sergeant F. H. Reynolds Sil testified 
to taking a statement from Finnegan on the 
day after the shooting. Finnegan gave an 
account of his movements, and said that he 
had gone to bed at ten minutes past eight, as 
he was tired, having been out the previous 
night at a “wake.” McGuirl, in a state- 
ment, also described his movements on ‘the 
night of the shooting, and said he was home 
at 9.30 gg and did not leave the house 
afterwards. : 
A quarryman, employed by the Roscommon

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UNIVERSITY STUDENT 
VICTIM 


A verdict of “death as the result of 
injuries received, with no evidence to show 
how the accident occurred,” was returned at 
an inquest yesterday in Sir Patrick Dun's 
Hospital, Dublin, on thé body of Hugh 
O'Neill, a Trinity College student, and & 
native of Rogkcorry, County Monaghan, who 
fell from a window in Trinity College, Dublin, 
forty feet to the ground last October, He 
‘died in the hospital ón the 17th dupe “last. 
Edward Williamson, of Herbert stréet, 
Dublin, said that he was passing: ‘throu 
‘Botany Bay” and heard a window rattle, 
He saw a young man falling to the ground, 


but did not see him come through the 
window, which he afterwards noticed was 
open, 


In reply to the Dublin City Coroner, wit- 
ness said that theré was a broad sill ‘outside 
the window, on» whieh.students frequently 
sat, and on which there might even be room 
for a chair, 

Ivan O'Neill, brother of the dead man, and 
also a student of Trinity College, said that 
on the morning of the occurrence he left 
his brother in the diningroom of their 
quarters in College, He was then all "gé 

Sergeant Roche, who had questioned Hugh 
©’ Neill in the hospital on 25th October last, 
said that the young man told him that ‘he 
got weak when in his room, and opened the 
window to get air. He sat by the window 
and felt himself getting weaker, but 
remembered no more. ; 

The Coroner said that there was no ex 
planation of the accident, except what Hugh 
O'Neill had told the sergeant.

Mr. Cecil Lavery, the new member 
for County Dublin, has lived so long 
in the Free State that one is apt to forget 
that he is an Ulster man. Yet Mr, Lavery

He is the 
grandson of the late Dr, Lavery, a dis- 
tinguished member of his profession pro- 
bably a half a century ago.

Mr. MacENTEE—Certainly the workers 
get the benefit of it. Because, if we do

Mr DAVIN—By direct taxation. 

Mr. MacKNTEE—I have already explained 
that there are limitations in that. direction. 
I usec to have different views on it myself. 
If we dont collect that revenue by a tax 
on coal, we can only do one of two things— 
either put taxes on,something else, or else 
reduce some elements of the social sérvices. 
There is no way out of that dilemma, We 
have native fuel here, and this Government 
is anxious to dc in regard to it what they 
had succeeded in in regard to sugar. If 
people teel grieved about the tax on coal, 
let them turn to peat, or let them use Irish 
coal or Irish electricity.

Landon Sorrell’s Laertes and Mr. Jarman’s 
Player King have a welcome vitality, and 
Miss Betty Chancellor's Ophelia is unaffected 
and direct; But there is a general. tendency 
among “the players—and Mr. Mae Liammoir 
industry as far as | is by no means an exception—to speak 
oratorically, as if w the audience, passages 
that should be directed to listeners on the 
stage; the consequence. being that the people 
on the -fage w  iect to listen, the tension of 
the scene breaks, or is never established, and 
a kind of desultory dulness creeps over the 
play... . In spite of this, Mr. Mac Liam- 
moir’s performance, considered as a separate 
entity, has interest and originality.

THE NAVAL 
AGREEMENT 


In an editorial article on the new agree- 
ment reached between the British and 
German naval delegations, Zhe Fimes 
remarks :—It is sure to cause considerable 
surprise that in the very weapon which 
created by far the greatest danger to 
British safety during the War, Germany 
may, in an emergency, and. after dis- 
cussion with us, build up to a strength 
which, if concentrated in home waters, 
will exceed the British submarine strength 
immediately available. But, of course, 
there are various considerations to be 
taken into account, which must moderate 
this first impression. Submarines are not 
the antidotes to submarines, and reciprocal 
equality in their numbers or tonnage bears 
little relation to the measures—known to 
have been greatly improved in recent 
years—which can be taken to parry their 
activities. The Admiralty have taken a 
fully responsible part in the conversations, 
and they are not likely to have given 
their approval to any unnecessary risk. 
And another consideration is that Great 
Britain is weak in submarines as com- 
pared to France—fifty-one against ninety- 
six—and a third of the British total would 
have left Germany 1n a greater relative 
‘inferiority to France, and potentially to 
Russia, than presumably she could have 
accepted. 

The truth is that both sides were anxious 
to reach an understanding, and that both 
have made concessions, which is the only 
way in which international agreements 
can ever be reached. The net result is at 
least a far more satisfactory state of affairs 
than existed before 1914. In those days it 
was German construction which set the 
pace. Now, except in certain circumstances 
in. regard to submarines, it is Great 
Britain who will determine her naval 
needs, and Germany who will accom- 
modate herself within 35 per cent. of 
them. It is a permanent, gain to stability 
that, in every class of ship except sub- 
marines, Germany has agreed to a 
relatively modest total tonnage. More- 
over, it is emphasised by both the signa- 
tories of the present Notes that this agreed 
proposal is intended to facilitate the con- 
clusion of a general agreement on the sub- 
ject of naval limitation between all the 
naval Powers of the world, and more 
immediately between the European 
Powers, It is the intention of the British 
Government to follow up without delay 
the good work begun yesterday, and to 
invite France and Italy, and also Russia, 
to confer with them in turn, with a view 
to fitting the Anglo-German understand- 
ing into a general agreement for the 
limitation of navies.

HE decision of the Northern Minister 
of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson Bates) 
to prohibit all processions in Belfast is 
welcomed, and it is believed that it will 
have an important effect in stopping the 
present disturbances in the York street 
area. These disturbances often arise from 
band parades and similar gatherings. 
A section of the Prohibition Order 
forbids the assembly of any groups or 
bodies of persons in any pene place, and 
this will facilitate the police in preventing 
crowds gathering at street corners in the 
disturbed area. 
The Order does not apply to any proces- 
sion or assembly authorised in writing by 
the Inspector-General of the Royal Ulstor 
Constabulary. 


SMALL AREA DISTURBED 


The disturbances have been confined to 
a very limited area in Belfast—the York 
street-North Queen street district—and it 
is believed that any further disturbances 
in the area will lead to the re-imposition 
of curfew in the York street district. 
The disturbances take place at night, 
and during the day this area, like the rc-t 
of the city, has a normal aspect. 

The shooting affair in Earl street on 
Sunday morning, when a fifteen-year-old 
girl, Annie Quinn, Hardinge street, was 
wounded in the leg, had a sequel in the 
Belfast Police Court to<lay when Robert 
Lenaghan, of Grove street, was charged 
with attempted murder, and was remanded 
for a week.

TURF DEVELOPMENT 


Regarding turf development, he said 
that the Turf Development Board’s work 
during the year was largely experimental. 
They had been operating a scheme for the 
formation of peat production societies on a 
co-operative basis, and had been assisting 
those societies to market the turf. That 
scheme had more or less worked satisfac- 
torily, but there was still a number of 
matters in respect of which the general 
yay regarding turf could be improved. 
hey sae this year to put the whole turf 
scheme on a national footing. Last year 
200,000 tons of turf had been cut by co- 
operative societies, the number of which 
was now 156. The greater part of the pro- 
duction was disposed of locally by the 
societies, but there was still a quantity of 
turf in the hands of societies unmarketed, 
and it was intended to advance money to 
such societies against the security of the 
turf, under certain conditions, It was 
further intended to encourage the cutting 
of turf on a more extensive scale. Steps 
would be taken to procure a market for 
‘producers, and certain legislative proposals 
to that end would be brought before the 
Dail in due course, It had been found 
difficult to maintain the quality and regu- 
larity of supply, and the difficulty of 
maintaining the quality was further in- 
the attitude of some 
producers, who, in the desire for quick 
profit, put wet turf into the sacks. It 
was also intended to eliminate the difficul- 
ties in transporting turf by erecting com- 
pounds and sheds in certain areas. 
It was proposed to enlarge the Turf De- 
velopment Board and extend its functions. 
It was also decided to acquire the Turrann 
plant on an experimental] scale, and if the 
rat sage succeeded steps would be 
taken to establish similar plants in suit- 
able localities. | 
The turf scheme, in addition to being 
.a medium for increasing the wealth of the 
country and giving ran Annes was in the 
nature of an experiment in social 
organisation, and it was hoped in 
any future development to maintain 
the co-operative character of the scheme 
and to ensure that all its benefits would 
reach the turf producers who represented 
generally the very poorest classes of the

CENSUS OF POPULATION 


It was proposed next year to undertake 
a census of population similar to that 
taken in 1926, and the necessary arrange- 
ments were now in hands. 

Under the Control of Manufacturers 
Act 112 applications had been made for 
licences ; 40 had been granted, 34 with- 
drawn, and 29 were under consideration.

Mr. Cosgrave, leader of the United Ireland 
Party, was the principal speaker, there was 
a succession of scuffles and counter-cheering ;

At Galway the trouble started when a 
member of the audience, which extended over 
Eyre square, began to shout ' Up, Dev.” 
On hearing the shout a number of young 
men went towards the interrupter, but before 
they had reached him there was a tremendous 
rush towards him by a large section of the 
crowd. Civic Guards then ran towards the 
scene of the incident, and succeeded in pre- 
venting serious trouble. 
renéwed at intervals throughout the meeting. 
There was continuous shouting and jeering 
while Mr. J. Dillon, T.D.,- was speaking, and 
at times he scarcely could be heard. In the 
midst of the excitement, and with the crowd 
rusing back and forth, Mr. Dillon continued 
his speech, and his remarks were received 
with applause. 
Mr. Cosgrave, who was on the platform, 
continued to sign the autograph books handed 
up by his admirers, and scarcely noticed the 
interruptions. 
A few minutes before the conclusion of Mr. 
Dillon’s speech the excitement, which had 
died down somewhat, broke out afresh. 
Several young men scaled the weigh-house 
building at one end of the square and com- 
imehced to shout..

While the crowd was being beaten off 
by the Guards two young men were seen to 
fall, one striking his head against the bumper 
of a motor car and sustaining a nasty gash, 
Several others in the crowd also received 
injuries; 

The side screen of a motor car, which bore 
the slogan, ‘‘ Vote McDonogh,”’ was smashed. 

For some time after the conclusion of the 
meeting bands of young men and girls paraded 
the streets. They kept up a chorus of: ** We 
want Dev.” and marched past the barracks, 
It was about midnight “before: quiet was 
restored.

BLOWS AT LOUGHREA 


Fianna Fail staged their final rallies at 
Loughrea and Portumna. President de Valera 
heing the principal speaker at both places. 
The President was accorded an enthusiastic 
reception at Loughrea, but he had been speak- 
ing only a short time when a disorderly inter- 
ruption occurred quite adjacent to the plat- 
form. The central figure was a man who per- 
sistently interrupted the President from the 
moment he started to speak, but his remarks 
were made in a ‘ow tone and were inaudible 
on the platform, the only indication of their 
nature being the resentment of the crowd in 
the vicinity. A Civic Guard was seen to 
remonstrate with the man, but without effect, 
and finally a section of the gathering, with 
shouts of anger, made towards him. — Im- 
mediately all was confusion, half a dozen 
Civie Guards forced their way through the 
ctowd and endeavoured to pull the man to the 
outskirts, and blows were freely exchanzed, 
while the President vainly appealed for order, 
Eventually the Guards succeeded in getting 
the interrupter away from the meeting and 
into a shop, the door of which they guarded, 
and only then did the crowd respond to the 
l'resident’s appeal, and they returned to the 
platform with shouts of :“* Up, de Valera '' 
and “Up, Fianna Fail.”

Deputy Morrissey showed how the 
new taxes reduced. the working man's 
wages by 4s. a week by increasing the cost 
of living ; and Deputy O'Leary read a huge 
extract from a speech of Mr. MacEntee’s, 
delivered im 1928. Deputy O’Leary, how- 
ever, was subjected to a good deal of 
interruption. Near the beginning the 
Minister asked if he would read a little 
more slowly, and Deputy O'Leary replied: 
‘* You probably don't understand my Cork 
accent—you’re from the North '’; and at 
the end of six minutes of Mr. MacEntee’s 
ancient háise the Chair asked Deputy 
O'Leary it Deputy O'Leary would give the 
House his own:views. for a change. ‘‘ Does 
Deputy MacEntee exist?’’ asked Deputy
